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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings filed on 1 are informal, since the letters, numbers and lines 

are not uniform in nature throughout the Figures. In order to avoid abandonment of this 
application, corrected formal drawing are now required in reply to the Office action. The 
correction will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 2 “a” should 
be - - an - Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 2-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "said connection" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Burgess. 

In regard to claim 1 , the Burgess reference discloses a “sealed connector 
assembly” (see Fig. 2b) comprising an “insert” 16 having an “inner bore” 43, a “rotatable 
fitting” 18a having a “fluid passageway” 104, an “elbow” 102, a “connector” 110 and 
“seals” 112, as claimed. 

In regard to claim 2, inasmuch structure that is defined by a “lost motion device”, 
pin 73 meets the claimed limitation. Vertical motion is achieved when the pin is absent. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The Parish reference pertains to another sealed connector, 
similar to Applicant’s.

Claims 3-12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
